About midnight last night (14th inst.)

The bonts’ devils and: rails 
have been siapped off and the plankiog of 
the bridga deck smashed in the way of the 
domtge. ‘lhe engine-room aud stokg-hole 
combings, tho waste steam pips, and twa 
great ventilsturs were alec smashed, and tha 
bridge-rail and fittings were carried away. 
In the engine room, too, the collision has 
played havc. Many pipes were bent, and 
it seams extraordinary that the mafo steam 
pipe was not fractuyed. If that had ocsurr- 
ed the whol engitla department mast have 
blown up... The Wiliam H. Macy left part 
of her gearon the deol of the ateamer, and 
much oF thedamage on the-bridge deok 
of the Zs sould appear to have been 
caused by the howsprit af the sailing-ebip.
